Amendments to the Claims 

1 . A nucleic acid array comprising: 
a solid support ; and 

a plurality of nucleic acid probes attached to the solid support at discrete locations, 
wherein at least one of the probes is an alien probe in that it has a sequence that is alien to 
a hybridizing mixture to be hybridized to the array. 

2. The nucleic acid array of claim 1, wherein the hybridizing mixture comprises nucleic 
acids from a source selected from the group consisting of human mRNA, human cDNA, mouse 
cDNA, mouse mRNA, and combinations thereof. 

3. The nucleic acid array of claim 1, wherein the alien probe is present in each discrete 
location on the solid support.
